-A measure proposing a high 
graduated tax on the incomes of Amer- 
dean expatriates, derived from their 
American properties, will be introduced 
in the senate tomorrow hy Senator Ken- 
yon of lowa. 

The Kenyon bill, which has bees 
drawn along lines advocated for come 
time by Tue Trisuns, would place an 
annual tax of practically 30 per cent on 
the incomes uf the wealthier expatriates. 
Also it would make the dowers given to 
American girls who marry titled foreign · 
ere a source of considerable revenue te 
the United States government. 


THEIR FORTUNES GROWING. 
With the steady augmentation of 
American fortunes abroad as a result of 
the expatriation of thousands of rich 
Americans, chiefly heiresses, the move- 
ment in favor of imposing heavy taxes o- 
incomes thus derived from the United 
States has gained much strength in con-

Advocates of the measure point out 
that millions of dollars of income from 
American investments are being hegyily 
texed for the support of the govers-" 
ments of the adopted countries of the 
American expatriates and ut thig time 
for the financing of the European war.

Under the terms of the Kenyon law 
Baron William Waldorf Astor, wealth- 
fest of all American expatriates, would 
be compelled to pay to the United States 
government each year 28 per cent of his 
entire income derived fram Investments 
in this country. 

At the present time Mr. Astor pays only 
a tax of 7 percent. It is estimated that 
the tax on the Astor fortune alone would 
net the government upwards of n 
annually.
